SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled A Doctor’s Enema / Prison Enema is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes, and the use of coercion to compel a woman to submit to sexual 
conduct. The video recording consists of two principal features, and segments from a 
selection of other features. One repeated segment portrays a schoolgirl about to 
receive an enema as a punitive measure from her headmistress. Another segment 
involves a woman being tied up while two other women physically abuse her and 
forcibly give her an enema. These components occupy most of the video recording 
and are presented in a manner designed to sexually arouse. The video recording is 
therefore deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. Section 3(2) overrides si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 (NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a 
meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms listed in si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
